As conceived of by me prior to December 29, 2000, my itivention 
also included the feature of, if the user waiits to store the boolanark infonnation remotely, 
receiving user autlietitication itifoitnation from the user, communicating with a server 
computer system to authenticate the user for storing the bookmark information to the 
server using tine authentication information, and sending the boolanark information for 
storage in association with the user by die server computer system. As conceived of by 
me prior to December 29j 2000, my invention also included the feature of a second 
computer system communicating with the server computer system m order to retrieve tlie

Tiie document also clearly describes 
the featitres of, if the user wants to store the boolcmark information remotely, receiving 
user authentication information (e.g.^ "login," which inherently includes authentication), 
communicating with a server computer system (e.g., ''Web database") to authenticate the 
user for storing the booianark information to the server using the autihentication 
information, and sendiag the bookmark information for storage in association with the 
user by the server comp Liter system, The document also clearly describes tlie feature of 
communicating with the server computer System in order to retrieve the stored bookmai-k 
information.
